Chrysler extends layoff 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Con 
g ress is rushin g toward pas­ 
sag e of emerg en cy prog rams to 
help America’s jobless while 
killin g multibillion -dollar tax 
leg islation to deal with other top 
econ omic con cern s. 
The lawmakers took three 
quick steps Thursday to broad­ 
en an d in crease un employ men t 
compen sation an d on e decisiv e 
step to halt proposals to tax 
petroleum profits more heav ily 
an d to prov ide tax relief for 
person s with low an d moderate 
in comes 
Elsewhere on the econ omic 
fron t: 
—Wholesale prices rose 1.2 
per cen t last mon th, down 
sharply from the October rate; 
—Presiden t Ford was urg ed 
by key auto in dustry officials 
an d un ion leaders to stimultate 
the econ omy by pressin g for in ­ 
come tax cuts n ex t y ear; 
- The Busin ess Coun cil, com­ 
prisin g some of America’s top 
corporate ex ecutiv es, forecast a 
sig n ifican t improv emen t in the 
in flation rate durin g the n ex t 
six mon ths; 
—Prediction s at the Ag ricul­ 


ture Departmen t’s an n ual out 
look con feren ce foresaw n o cost 
relief for farmers an d con ­ 
sumers throug h the middle of 
n ex t y ear. 
A bill authorizin g $7 .5 billion 
to assist the jobless was passed 
7 9 to 13 by the Sen ate an d sen t 
to the House. The measure in ­ 
cludes $4 billion — twice Presi­ 
den t Ford’s sug g estion — to 
prov ide an estimated 530.000 
public serv ice jobs. 
The Sen ate bill also ex ten ds 
emerg en cy un employ men t com - 
pen sation to person s presen tly 
un en titled to such ben efits, at 
an estimated $2.5 billion cost. It 
also prov ides $1 billion for fed­ 
eral loan s or g ran ts to ex pan d 
public works projects an d sim ­ 
ilar job-creatin g activ ity . 
Then , by 322 to 53, the House 
passed similar leg islation au­ 
thorizin g $2 billion for 300,000 
public serv ice jobs an d prov id­ 
in g an open -en ded fin an cial fea­ 
ture for similar jobless com­ 
pen sation .

The multibillion -dollar tax 
leg islation was killed for this 
Con g ress by the House Rules 
Committee's 9 to 4 decision 
Thursday to withhold it from 
the floor. The bill would hav e 
abolished the depletion allow­ 
an ce for petroleum producers, 
levied a temporary n ew ex cise 
tax on oil in dustry win dfall 
profits an d g ran ted $2.25 billion 
in tax relief to n early 38.5 mil­ 
lion American s with low an d 
moderate in comes. 
There was immediate talk of 
fin din g a way to resurrect the 
bill, but an y decision was de­ 
lay ed pen din g a huddle by the 
m easure’s backers. 
Man y Rules Committee mem­ 
bers arg ued it was simply too 
late in a lame-duck session to 
be dealin g with such a tax bill.

New Su p reme Allied Co mmand er 
(SACEUR) Gen. Alex and er M. Haig 
Jr. takes o v er at NATO head q u ar­ 
ters in Ev ere, Belgiu m, near Bru s­ 
sels, this Su nd ay in a p o sitio n where 
he’s d amned if he d o es and d amned 
if he d o esn’t. 
NATO’s lo o k is no t o f d y namism 
bu t o f d iv isio n, d esu etu ed e and d e­ 
cay . We can o nly ho p e fo r a miracle. 
Fo r 23 y ears we hav e kep t no few­ 
er than fo u r d iv isio ns in Western Eu ­ 
ro p e. At this mo ment the United 
States su p p o rts NATO with 317,000 
u nifo rmed Americans. We maintain 
fo u r and o ne-third d iv isio ns in West 
Germany gu ard ing that co u ntry 
against inv asio n, abo u t 5 0,000 U.S. 
Air Fo rce men are scattered fro m 
Sco tland to Tu rkey and we maintain 
in the Med iterranean o u r great 6 th 
Fleet. 
At the same time, fo u r-star Gen­ 
eral Haig inherits a p o sitio n in which 
o u r U.S. fo rces are sho ckingly lo ad ­ 
ed with the so ld iers who take care o f 
the so ld iers. 
Of the 317,000 u nifo rmed Ameri­ 
cans 220,000 are gro u nd tro o p s. Of 
the 220,000 o nly 15 2,700 are assigned 
to main fro nts. Of the 15 2,700 o nly 
64,000 are co mbat tro o p s! 
Ad d itio nally , General Haig faces 
the matter o f the d ep end ents—so 
seld o m mentio ned . To d ay o u r 317,- 
000 Americans su p p o rting NATO are 
acco mp anied by fro m 225 ,000 to 25 0,- 
000 d ep end ents. 
An inv estigatio n by Treasu ry 
Secretary William E. Simo n when 
General Haig left Washingto n re­ 
v eals that abo u t $400 millio n a y ear o f 
the critical U.S. balance-o f-intema- 
tio nal-p ay ments d eficit arises fro m 
these d ep end ents. 
Ou r U.S. tro o p co mmitment to 
NATO ex ceed s $4 billio n a y ear in d i­ 
rect o u tlay . With the su p p o rt co sts, 
this is $7 billio n annu ally . When the 
U.S. fo rces earmarked fo r NATO in 
ev ent o f war are inclu d ed , this annu ­ 
al $7 billio n beco mes $17 billio n. 
At least $2.6 billio n (inclu d ing the 
$400 millio n by d ep end ents) o f o u r 
d angero u s balance-o f-internatio nal- 
p ay ments d eficit arises fro m the 
NATO co mmitment. Bey o nd this 
General Haig co nfro nts the nearly 
incred ible co st o f the U.S. “nu clear 
u mbrella’’ u nd er which Eu ro p e liv es 
(witho u t any no ticeable thanks to 
u s) and fo r which o u r tax p ay ers p ay . 
In 1957 we secretly established a 


nu clear sto ckp ile in Western Eu ­ 
ro p e. Then we began eq u ip p ing o u r 
fo rces and so me NATO aircraft with 
nu clear weap o ns. The Jo int Co n­ 
gressio nal Co mmittee o n Ato mic 
Energy au tho rized this in 1959 when 
the United States entered into “mu ­ 
tu al d efense” agreements fo r ato m­ 
ic co o p eratio n with the NATO co u n­ 
tries. Technically , the nu clear war­ 
head s remain u nd er U.S. co ntro l, 
bu t in time o f war wo u ld be tu rned 
o v er to the NATO Fo rces. 
U.S. ato mic warhead s are fix ed 
u nd er the wings o f many fighter- 
bo mbers belo nging to NATO co u n­ 
tries. These bo mbers u su ally sit 
near the end s o f these natio ns’ ru n­ 
way s fo r swift take-o ff. They are o n 
what NATO calls “q u ick reactio n 
alert.” 
Fo r ex amp le, Tu rkey co u ld d ro p 
the eq u iv alent o f millio ns o f to ns o f 
TNT o n so me o ther co u ntry fro m its 
o wn Tu rkish p lanes. And General 
Haig has been warned that there is a 
certain lo o seness within the NATO 
co u ntries’ hand ling o f this nu clear 
retaliatio n. 
General Haig also enco u nters the 
grim fact that, fro m NATO’s begin­ 
ning, Eu ro p e’s NATO members 
agreed to bu ild their fo rces to su ffi­ 
cient strength to blo ck a co nv entio n­ 
al attack witho u t reso rting to nu cle­ 
ar war. NATO calls this a “flex ible 
resp o nse” and it is the key sto ne o f 
NATO’s strategy to d ay . 
Bu t to this d ay the p ro mised 
bu ild u p has nev er taken p lace. 
Acro ss a p erio d o f 
2 3 y ears no t o ne 
NATO-fo u nd ing co u ntry has ev er 
liv ed u p to its p ro mise. Only West 
Germany and Greece, ad mitted lat­ 
er, hav e d o ne so . They are simp ly 
falling back o n the United States to 
make u p the d ifference. 
NATO has p resently 29Mz d iv i­ 
sio ns. Its gro u nd fo rces to tal 1.2 mil­ 
lio n—the same as o nly the Warsaw 
Pact tro o p s alo ne witho u t the neigh­ 
bo ring So v iet Unio n. And ju st the 
Warsaw Pact air strength ap p ro ach­ 
es twice that o f NATO. 
NATO’s Eu ro p ean members are 
sp end ing a to tal o f o nly 
$3 5 billio n a 
y ear o n their o wn d efenses. The p ro ­ 
p o rtio n o f their Gro ss Natio nal p ro d ­ 
u ct (inclu d ing the inflatio n) av erag­ 
es o nly 3 .7 p er cent. Ou rs is 7 .5 p er 
cent—mo re than twice as mu ch. 
Fo u r-star General Haig has his 
wo rk cu t o u t fo r him at Ev ere in 
this—and ev ery o ther—resp ect.

By acco rd ing the ho no rs o f a v is­ 
iting head o f state to Palestine Lib­ 
eratio n Organizatio n chieftain Yasir 
Arafat, the United Natio ns has 
stamp ed its imp rimatu r o n terro r­ 
ism as a p o litical p o licy . 
Ind eed , as Arafat remind ed the 
d elegates to the General Assembly , 
many o f them were o nce co nsid ered 
terro rists themselv es. 
“The d ifference between the rev ­ 
o lu tio nary and the terro rist,” he 
said , “lies in the reaso n fo r which 
each fights. Fo r who ev er stand s by a 
ju st cau se and fights fo r the freed o m 
and liberatio n o f his land fro m the 
inv ad ers, the settlers and the co lo ­ 
nialists canno t p o ssibly be called 
terro rist.” 
In o ther wo rd s, a go o d end ju sti­ 
fies the mo st tho ro u ghly ev il means. 
As an “Essay ” in a recent issu e 
o f Time p o ints o u t, in the p ast 25 
y ears, terro rism has been essential 
to the birth o f many o f the wo rld ’s 
no w so v ereign natio ns. 
If it were no t fo r the gu errilla war 
waged by the IRA against the Brit­ 
ish, fo r ex amp le, there might be no 
Rep u blic o f Ireland . One o f the 
blo o d iest camp aigns o f terro r in a 
blo o d y centu ry was waged by the Al­ 
gerian FLN against the French. 
Ev en the Jews emp lo y ed terro rism 
to fo rce the British to giv e u p their 


Palestine Mand ate. 
It is su ccess that makes terro r­ 
ism resp ectable, say s Time. It is 
q u ite p o ssible that statu es will o ne 
d ay be erected to Arafat in an ind e­ 
p end ent Palestine. 
Sad tho u gh it may seem, the 
magazine co nclu d es, the wo rld ap ­ 
p ears willing to fo rgiv e—if no t fo r­ 
get—mo st crimes o f terro rism and 
to ev entu ally ho no r tho se it o nce 
called criminal. All it asks is so me 
assu rance that the terro rist has 
washed the blo o d o ff his hand s. 
Only tro u ble is, the Palestinian 
terro rists hav e scarcely fo rswo rn 
terro rism, y et they hav e wo n re­ 
sp ectability any way . The U.N. d ele­ 
gates seem eager to shake their 
hand s, blo o d and all. 
It is eno u gh to make Americans 
feel tho ro u ghly ashamed o f their an­ 
cesto rs. As we ap p ro ach the Bicen­ 
tennial o f o u r Rev o lu tio n, where in 
o u r histo ry are we go ing to find a 
terro rist to ho no r, o r ev en a single 
act o f terro rism to co mmemo rate as 
a hero ic ev ent in the stru ggle fo r 
freed o m? 
The best we’v e go t is the Bo sto n 
Tea Party —as if thro wing a few 
chests o f tea into a harbo r co u ld 
co mp are with blo wing u p a jet air­ 
liner and incinerating its p assen­ 
gers. 
There is no escap ing the fact that 


o u r fo rebears were sad ly lacking in 
rev o lu tio nary zeal.

to o bu sy , co u ld remember the p lo ts 
o f the p o p u lar telev isio n sho ws fo r 
the cu rrent week. 
We say s p o litics are to o d irty , 
kno wing fu ll well that if go o d men 
wo n’t get into p o litics, who is left bu t 
the shy ster? 
Mo re and mo re o f u s call o u r­ 


selv es “ind ep end ents” and stand 
abo v e the fray , kno wing that 99 
times o u t o f 100 it is o nly thro u gh 
p articip atio n in a p o litical p arty that 
we hav e o nly say in the selectio n o f 
cand id ates. 
It is a tru ism that o ffice ho ld ers 
are like clo thing o r care. We get 
what we p ay fo r—in the effo rt we p u t 
in. 
Yet, we are su rp rised when the 
no minees are p o o r and o u r cho ice o n 
electio n d ay is to cho o se the best—o r 
least wo rse—o f sev eral med io cre 
men. 
This is no t the end o f o u r sinning.

o r to men o r sp ecial interest gro u p s 
willing to giv e mu lti-tho u sand s, 
lead ing to the co rru p tio n we all d e­ 
p lo re after the fact. 
Pro o f that this need no t be has 
been d emo nstrated in a series o f 
camp aigns o v er the y ears in which 
hard d riv ing cand id ates with hu n­ 
d red s o r tho u sand s o f eager wo rkers 
hav e wo n u p hill camp aigns o n sho e­ 
string bu d gets. Becau se o f o u r ind if­ 
ference, this ty p e o f electio neering 
has been the ex cep tio n rather than 
the ru le. 
Ou r u nwillingness to ex ert o u r­ 
selv es in p o litics is no t limited to 
electio ns. We d o n’t mo nito r the v o t­ 
ing reco rd s o f the men we p u t into 
o ffice. We d o n’t check to find if they 
fav o r sp ecial interests, o r their o wn, 
o r the p u blic’s. By o u r lack o f actio n, 
we make it clear we d o n’t care, ex ­ 
cep t fo r a few issu es which hit u s 
p erso nally .

Christmas carols date 
back to centuries- old 


KALAMAZOO, Mich. (AP)— In 1882, a 
writer nam ed William Hone flatly noted that 
Christmas carols would soon be an extinct 
form of music. 
Hone’s prediction couldn’t have been 
more off key . For in 1974, millions of carolers 
will again celebrate Chirstmas with song 
throughout the world. 
Whether they gather around household 
pianos and organs or flock to community 
meeting places, they ’ll be perpetuating a tra ­ 
dition that has been in existence for many 
centuries, say s the American Music Confer­ 
ence, headquartered here. 
What was the first Christmas carol? 
Some observers say it was “G loria," the 
song attributed to the angels when they first 
saw the Christ child. TTie formal caroling tra ­ 
dition is said to date back to 128 A.D. when Te- 
lephorus, the first Bishop of Rome, decreed 
that “G loria" be sung in his church each 
Christmas day . 
Others trace the formal birth of caroling 
to 13th-century Italy when St. Francis of Assi­ 
si invited friends to sing nativity songs around 
his replica of the original m anger scene. 
Yet as early as the fifth century in 
France, holiday celebrants were gathering in 
village squares to sing carols. Their songs 
were accompanied by lutes and ly res, two 
popular instrum ents of the day . In the 16th 
century , oboes were used by instrum entalists 
to accompany caroling minstrels when they 
entertained nobility during the Christmas 
season. 
The dawning of the Renaissance lifted the 
blanket of austerity that dominated church 
music through the Dark ages. Wanting a 
more joy ous expression for their religious 
views, people linked their Christmas songs 
with dance—most 
commonly 
the 
circle 
dance. However, in some areas of Europe au­ 
thorities associated circle dances with witch­ 
craft and banned caroling where witchcraft 
was suspected. 
The caroling custom was also considered 
out of harmony with the times in mid-17th 
century England. The Puritans there, frown­ 
ing on the joy ous nature of many carols, made 
it a crim e to print or sing carols publicly . Af­ 
ter Puritanism waned, caroling m ade a 


comeback. 
Since many of the early carols w eren’t 
written down but were passed along by wan­ 
dering m instrels and folk singers, they went 
through so many word and melody changes 
that their creators probably wouldn’t recog­ 
nize them today . 
“Joy to the World." for example, crossed 
many cultures before evolving into its present 
American form. 
The words were probably wTitten by an 
ancient Hebrew. Centuries later, in 1719, the 
words were paraphrased by Isaac Watts, who 
wrote some 52 volumes of published carols. 
The current music to the carol was adapted 
from Geroge Frederick Handel’s “M essiah" 
in 1741. In 1830, American composer Lowell 
Mason rewrote the carol as we know it today . 
A sizeable number of carols and other 
Christmas music has been written or sung 
against a backdrop of war, slavery and the 
settling of America. 
When the English besieged the French in 
1428 at Orleans, a truce was set for the 
duration of the Chirstmas holiday s. The 
English, wanting to be entertained, requested 
and obtained for a night the services of 
French m instrels who play ed Christmas m u­ 
sic on trum pets and clarions. 
In 1863, Henry Wadsworth Longfellow 
expressed war-weary sentiments in his poem, 
“I Heard the Bells on Christmas Day ." In the 
poem, he compared the peace and stillness of 
a Christmas morning to the war sounds 
around him. 
“Jesus is Born,” said to be the first 
American carol, told the story of the nativity 
in Indian fashion. It was written around 1645 
by French missionary Pere Jean de Brebeuf, 
w ho sang it in the Huron tongue for his Indian 
converts. 
A num ber of carols were written in the 
southern part of the United States in the 19th 
century . Two such songs, “Rise up Shepherd 
and Follow " and “Mary Had A Baby " were 
actually N egro spirituals com posed by 
slaves. 
W hatever their origin or form, Christmas 
carols have historically been a musical m ain­ 
stay for people of all races and nationalities 
who expressed the Yule spirit through song

RO M E - (L E N S ) - AS the 
207 bishops assembled in Rome 
for the September-October 
Synod grappled formally with 
the many problems which beset 
the Roman Catolic church, a 
good deal of informal time was 
spent thinking about 
Pope 
Paul’s successor. 
Nobody knows for sure how ill 
Pope Paul is. He is supposed to 
be suffering from arthrosis (not 
just arthritis), and 
possibly 
other things too. He is after all, 
77. Some vaticanologists say 
that the Pope will open the holy 
Year of 1975 next Christmas 
Eve but may not be there to 
close it at the end of 1975. 
Indeed, it was unkindlly ob­ 
served that this synod looked 
very like a dress-rehearsal for 
the next 
Pope-electing 
con­ 
clave. If it was, the identikit 
I picture of the ideal successor 
- emerged pretty clearly. 
I 
He should be a middle-of-the- 
* roader from a smallish coun­ 
try, which does not exclude a 
country like France, but rules 
out 
a 
superpower 
like 
the 
United States. But he should not 
come from one of the small 
countries where the church is 
exposed to powerful political 
pressures — in the Middle East 
and Africa, for example. 


K aro l C ardinal W o jtyla 


Cardinal Konig of Vienna, 
one of the three presidents of 
the synod and head of the 
Vatican secretariat for non­ 
believers, is widely seen as a 
strong 
candidate, 
whose 
stature has grown in recent 
years. 


But Cardinal W o jtyla of 
Cracow in Poland, a former 
worker and actor, emerged as 
one of the most popular figures 
at the synod. No doubt he is 
helped by the fact that 
he 
comes from a country where 
the 
church 
is 
more 
than 
holding its own against the 
pressure 
of 
a 
Communist 
government. 


The trouble is that unlike 
Cardinal 
Konig, who 
is 
69, 
Cardinal Wojtyla is a mere 
stripling of 54. That is a bit 
young by 
present 
Vatican 
standards. But those standards 
may change, especially if the 
present Pope-choosing con­ 
clave of 
130 cardinals 
is 
broadened by the inclusion of 
the council just elected by the 
synod to act as a link between 
synods. That could widen the 
range of choice. 
It is not impossible that a 
Latin American could be Pope 
Paul’s successor — Archbishop 
Lorscheider 
from 
Brazil.

The leading 
contender is 64-year-old Car­ 
dinal Sergio Pignedoli, a genial 
but shrewd church politician. 
He is now in charge of the 
secretariat 
for non-Christian 
religions, after several years as 
head of the congregation for 
evangelization (the former De 
Propaganda Fide). 
Cardinal Pignedoli has been 
one of the closest friends of 
Pope Paul 
(which may not 
mean much) and has had wide

A very “ papabile” car­ 
dinal, all in all. 
One thing is sure. Pope Paul’s 
successor, whoever he is, will 
have a very difficult task in 
keeping his church in some 
semblance of order and unity.

freedom from Rome’s control 
in administrative matters. 
The V atican has already 
given way on many things, It is 
no 
longer 
telling 
bishops 
exactly what to do in lesser 
matters, but contents itself with 
making sure that they go about 
it the right way. 
Fine. But when it comes to 
more substantial things, such 
as the demand clearly heard at 
this synod 
for more 
real 
autonomy for the local chur 
ches, the doubts begin. Local 
churches could easily become 
autonomous 
churches, 
not 
unlike the Orthodox churches, 
which m erely recognize the 
Patriarch of Constantinople as 
first among equals, not as their 
real ruler. 
The Roman Catholic church 
too could 
develop 
into 
a 
federation 
of 
autonomous 
churches, with the Pope as its 
president. A lot of people say 
there is nothing wrong with 
that. But such decentralization 
would spell the end of the 
Roman Catholic church’s many

Although this mother of all German churches stood as a desolate, 


unfinished eyesore for 282 years o f its 632 years o f construction, Cologne 


Cathedral it one of the few edifices o f true medieval lines which is neither 


unfinished nor in ruins. Second tallest of all churches - with twin western 


towers 512 
ft. high - it is one of the w orld’s most magnificent Gothic 


structures and the largest in northern Europe. 


Rising majestically from the north bank of the Rhine River, 


the church dominates the city. It was begun in 1248 by Archbishop 


Conrad of Hochstadten as a fitting shrine for G erm any’s most 


precious religious relics: The skulls o f the Three Magi (secured from 


a church in Milan in 1163 by Emperor Frederick 1 o f Prussia). 


Elaborate plans were drawn by the architect, Gerard, and followed 


exactly - though agonizingly slow - until 1560 when lack o f interest 


and financial support halted construction until 1842. 


At that time King Frederick William IV ordered 


completion to its original specifications, the latter having 


been lost for almost three centuries. Untold labor and dedica­ 


tion saw the church’s completion in 1880 - even to the elabor­ 


ate tracery spires of cast iron, a unique German feature. 


Boasting a breath-taking five aisled nave vault 150 ft. 


above floor level, the church is 472 ft. long, 275 ft. wide, 


profusely sculptured, exquisitely decorated, and abounds in 


fine stained glass. In addition to the Magi relics, the bones of 


St. Ursula and the 11,000 virgins (murdered outside Cologne 


by the Huns, October 21. 451 A. D .) are buried in the floors, 


walls and numerous coffins o f the Cathedral. 


The largest hell in the towers - weighing twenty-five 


tons was cast from the metal of captured French guns and 


required twenty-eight men to ring it. 


The Cathedral was reopened in 1948 after extensive 


World War II bomb damage repairs were made. 


On April 25, 1967 Cologne Cathedral was the scene 


of G erm any’s largest funeral since the death of Paul Von 


Hmdenhurg in 1934: it was for Konrad Adenauer, former 


chancellor of West Berlin who died April 19, 1967. The 


elaborate state luucral was attended by many of the world’s 


leaders - including (then president) Lyndon Johnson. (French 


president) Charles de Gaulle, (British prime minister) Harold 


Wilson and (Italian premiere) Aldo Moro.

During this’ delay, too 
much water is squeezed out and 
absorbed, causing small, hard, 
bowel movements 
The same rapid, excessive 
muscle contractions can cause 
diarrhea. It is not unusual to 
have both constipation and di­ 
arrhea with spastic colon. 
You will need to set up a pro­ 
gram of proper eating and ac­ 
tually train your bowel to help 
you avoid this problem, That 
covers a lot of territory. For
